This includes the mainleiu'ince of dictatorial goverments, economic 
domination, and the theft of the natural resources of other countries. The United States- 
should make reparations in a program acceptable to the Indochinese for all of the damage'" 
done by the United States. ;i; 

3. To demand that all active duly servicemen and women. Reservists and National Guarli: 
be afforded the same rights that are guaranteed by the United Staled Constitution and Bll'jl 
of Rights that are presently denied by the Uniform Code of Military Justice. We are appal-! 
that our active duty G(*s are treated as less than first class citizens. Vv'e endorse the efM 
of our active duly sisters and brothers in their struggle to democratize the military. 

4. To support all military personnel refusing to serve against their consciences in wars.Vi 

home and abroad. We demand that Congress enact legislation for the Immediate repatrla^ 
to. those brothers and sisters who are in prison or in self-exi le by reason of their refusal't* 
serve in the military. It must also involve an end to all repression and a freeing of all

5. To demand there be no distinctions as to types of discharges and that a single type of 
discharge be issued, and that this be retroactive. We also demand all veterans receive 4' 
rights and benefits under the VA; and that compensation for disabilities be based solely up 
the degree of disability for veterans and their families, without regard to sex, race, rank,', 
or length of service. 

6. To make clear that the United States has never undertaken an extensive open investip 
of American war crimes In Indochina. In its war in Indochina, the principles of Neurembdr 
have been violated.
